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Allied Troops Land In Northern France; 
Eisenhower Calls For Complete Victory

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, Allied Expeditionary Force, June 6 — 
American, British and Canadian troops landed in northern France this morning, 
launching the greatest overseas military operation in history with word from 
their supreme commander, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, that “we will accept 
nothing except full victory’' over the German masters of the continent. 
The invasion, which Eisenhower called “a great crusade", was announced at 
7:32 a. rn., Greenwich mean time (3:32 a. rn., East Liverpool time) in this one- 
sentence communique No. I: 
“Under the command of Gen. Eisenhower, Allied naval forces supported 
by strong air forces began landing Allied armies this morning on the northern 
coast of France." 
It was announced moments later that Britain’s Gen. Sir Bernard L. Mont­ 
gomery, hero of the African desert, is in charge of the assault. 
The locations of the landings were not announced. 
Eisenhower himself wished godspeed to the parachutists who were the first 
to land on the enemy-held soil of France. 
For three hours previous to the Allied announcement the German radio had 
been pouring forth a series of flashes re porting that the Allies were landing be­ 
tween Le Havre and Cherbourg along th e south side of the bay of the Seine and 
along the north coast of Normandy. 
This would be across the channel and almost due south of such British ports 
as Hsfetings, Brighton, Portsmouth and Bournemouth. 
The Germans also said parachutists had descended in Normandy and were 
being engaged by Nazi shock troops.

During the 48 hour* previous to the landings R.A.F. and 
American bomber fleets dropped a stupendous tonnage of 
bombs on the West W all’s defenders. 
A canopy of American and British bombers and fight* 
era turned the Todt fortifications on which Hitler had pinned 
his hopes into a jumping, jagged mass of flames. 
On the fringes of the attack big gray battlewagon* of the 
sea slipped through th* channel waters, awaiting any challenge 
from the battered Nazi fle e t.

WITH UNITED STATES PARACHUTE TROOPS. JOBS • —Amer­ 
ican paratrooper* — studded with hattle-hardened veteran* of tile 
Sicilian and Italian campaigns—landed behind Hitler’* Atlantic Wall 
today to plant the first blow of the long-awaited western front square­ 
ly in the enemy'* vital*. 
The Allies’ tougest, wiriest men of war cascaded from faintly 
moonlighted skies in an awesome* 
operation. 
Twin-engined C-47’s—sister* of 
of America’s standard airline flag­ 
ships — bore the human cargo 
across the skies, simultaneously 
towing troop-laden CG4A gliders— 
to merge in a single sledgehammer 
tilow paving the way for frontal 
assault forces. 
Armed with weapons from the 
moat primitive to the most mod­ 
ern. the paratroopers’ mission was 
to disrupt and demoralize the Ger­ 


mans’ communication* inside the 
Nazis’ own lines. 
There was no immediate indica­ 
tion that their dynamite and flash­ 
ing steel and well-aimed fire was 
not succeeding In the execution of 
plans rehearsed for months in prep­ 
aration for the liberation of occu­ 
pied Europe.

Frenoh Patriots Ordered To Flee 
The plan of attack was the same which Gen. Elsenhower 
had when he came to England in June, 1942, but which was 
shelved during the improvised North African operation. 
This morning the sweat and toil of the factory worker of 
America and Britain and the cool planning of the military men 
of both countries bore fruit. 
French patriots previously had been warned by Allied 
radio broadcasts to get out of Areas within 35 kilometer!

What succe** they would meet no one could say with certainty. 
No such attempt ha* been made In warfare before on such a 
huge scale—to storm a continent from the sea against fixed defenses. 
Eisenhower and the supreme Allied staff bad left as little ss 
possible to chance. 
Berlin Reports Heavy Fighting 
Th* strategic air forces under Lt. Gen. Carl A. Spaatz were 
assigned the task of smashing the German aerial reserves by bomb­ 
ing aircraft factories deep in Germany.

The 
Fortresses and Liberators also were given the task of breaking up 
the rail system of western France. 
The R.A.F. under Air Chief Marshal Sir Arthur T. H arris waa 
given a similar order, only it primary targets were railroads. 
The Ninth air force under Lt. Gen. Lewis H. Brereton, along 
with the second R.A.F. tactical air force, was assigned selected tar­ 
gets along the West Wall itself. 
The Allies did not hope to knockout everything from tho air, 
but to cripple and hamper German troop movements.

If a Presidential election were held 
today with Franklin D. Roosevelt 
heading the Democratic ticket and 
Thomas E. Dewey the Republican 
the middle west and Rocky moun­ 
tain regions as a whole could be 
counted reasonably sure for Dewey 
and virtually the entire south sure 
for Roosevelt, while the eastern 
and western seaboard areas would 
constitute 
the

A picture of the strength and 
weakness of the two parries today 
by geographical 
sections, 
which 
may have an impartant bearing on 
the choice of nominees for prest 
dent and vice-president, is revealed 
in the latest political survey by the 
Institute. 
‘Sure’ F o r Dewey 
The sections reasonably sure for 
Dewey, if he is the Republican can 
didate, are the east central, west 
central, and Rocky mountain. In 
those sections, 54 percent or more 
of civilian voters say they would 
prefer Dewey to Roosevelt. The to­ 
tal number of electoral votes in the 
three sections combined is 187, as 
compared to 148 for the south. 
In the coastal regions forming 
the 
main 
battleground 
of 
this 
year’s election—the New England 
and Middle Atlantic states on one 
side of the continent and the Pa 
cific Coast states on the other— 
Roosevelt leads by a slight margin 
When matched against Dewey, he 
polls 51-52 percent of the major 
party popular vote in the three 
regions. If the Republicans 
can 
wipe out that 
slight lead, they 
would open the way toward pick 
1ng up a total of 196 electoral 
votes.

The following table shows the 
line-up by areas as of today if 
Roosevelt and Dewey are the op 
posing candidates.

Brooklyn’s Object Lesson 
F 
o r t u n a t e l y , the possibility of aerial raids 
has been uncounted so heavily that Brook­ 
lyn’s object lesson in the potency of chlorine gas 
may be treated as merely an Isolated accident. 
More than 1,000 persons were affected directly 
when a single cylinder of the gas sprang a leak 
while being carried through a congested part of 
the 
borough— a demonstration of what would 
happen lf hundreds of cylinders could be dropped 
from planes. 
Chlorine gas released from cylinders was the 
beginning of German chemical warfare In World 
W ar I. The potentialities of poison gas have hung 
ominously over the world ever since; they have 
been neglected In this war only because gas is a 
weapon so deadly th at both sides fear It, Though 
It Is not subject to the wholesale use foreseen for 
It after the Germans first used It with devastating 
effect In April, 1915, the Brooklyn episode reveals 
w hat gas bombs dropped in cities could do. 
Besides the physical effect, nothing more quick­ 
ly undermines morale— the explanation for the 
fact that British civilians were given gas m asks 
as the first step in civilian preparedness. 
Throughout the war, gas has continued to be 
a m ajor weapon held in suspense. It may well be 
the “surprise” promised by the Germans for the 
Allied invasion. A thousand persons in Brooklyn 
can testify to the potency of chlorine gas.

H E shattered British army had been taken off 
the 
beaches 
at 
Dunkirk. 
Prim e 
Minister 
Churchill, speaking for England in her darkest 
hour, premised a fight to the finish.” . . . On the 
beaches, landing grounds, In fields, in streets and 
on the hills . . . we shall never surrender. . . .” 
The G erm ans

meticulously planned job of destroying the repub­ 
lic of France and insolently warned the United 
States that Britain was sending secret agents to 
this continent.

There was nothing on earth to stop 
the onward rush of a strong and determined 
enemy—nothing but the grim determ ination of 
those who believed the enemy could be stopped 
because he had to be stopped. 
And in the end, they prevailed, despite all the 
obstacles thrown in front of them. They resolved 
that “too little and too late” should 
become 
“enough and on tim e”. In June, 1944, fourth anni­ 
versary of their triumph, they have earned w hat­ 
ever gratitude the thoughtful may rem em ber to 
give them. 


No Satisfaction Guaranteed 
'p H E spilt milk of what happened at Pearl Har- 
* 
bor on Dec. 7, 1941, cannot be corrected by 
the court-martial of Rear Admiral Klmmel and 
Maj. Gen. Short. But until It has been determ ined 
once and for all that these two men, officially 
responsible for the military security of the base, 
were not done an Injustice by being removed from 
their commands, their fair trial by court-martial 
m ust contltnue to be a public, as well as a mili­ 
tary, necessity. 
The 
circumstances of their 
cases 
are 
still 
obscure. The late Secretary of Navy Knox seemed 
to exonerate them of responsibility for the sur­ 
prise attack when he made his inspection a few 
days afterward. Yet, they were removed from 
their commands, and on Feb. 28, 1942. the war 
and navy departm ents announced they would be 
tried for “dereliction of duty”. 
The procedure of a court-martial would 
be 
extremely difficult under the regulations calling 
for the presence of key army and navy personnel. 
Both officers hold rank and seniority entitling 
them under m ilitary law to the presence of many 
of the key generals and admirals now conducting 
the war. 
Ultimately, however, they m ust be given a 
hearing, n o f for the purpose of satisfying them ­ 
selves, their champions, or their critics, but for 
tim purpose of closing the record 
accurately 
on a m omentous event. 


I 
p VER since Mr. Sum ner W elles’ 
reeent address there has been 
a growing tendency for* men to take 
eidos about the role of the smaller 
and the larger powers. 
There is here, of course, a funda­ 
mental. probably the fundamental, 
problem of world organization, and 
we must seek to clarify and resolve 
the issues, not to dramatize aud 
sharpen them. 
Since the United Slates is one of 
the great powers, Americans can 
approach this question most luridly 
by defining the com m itm ents which 
they can and should assume. 
The com m itm ent upon which the 
whole problem turns is how far and 
in what way 
the 
United Staten 
should pledge itself to use military 
force. 
It was on this question that the 
Wilson settlem ent broke down and 
we cannot afford another failure. 
But In saying this we must not as­ 
sume, as Mr. Welles does, that Wil­ 
son had the right solution and that 
we now m ust put It Into effect. 
There are compelling reasons for 
thinking that Wilson failed because 
with the best of intentions, he came 
home with the wrong solution. 
The crucial question at Paris was 
whether to m ake a specific treaty 
of peace with Germany and then 
to organize a league, or whether 
to organize the league and charge 
It with enforcing and adm inister­ 
ing and revising the treaty with 
Germany, as well as with the solu­ 
tion of all other International ques­ 
tions. 
I 
F Wilson had agreed to a specific 
and 
separate 
Germany 
treaty 
first, he would 
have come back 
with the definite but limited pro­ 
posal to have the United States 
help enforce German disarm am ent 
over a fixed period of years. 
T here can be little doubt that 
this treaty would have been rati­ 
fied easily. 
It was precisely what Wilson’s 
leading Republican opponents, who 
were by no m eans isolationists or 
pacifists, were asking when Wilson 
first went to Paris. 
Such a German treaty would have 
held the victorious Allies together 
for the specific and intelligible task 
of making sure th at Germany did 
not rearm and try again. 
The fact th at the United States 
as well as G reat Britain definitely 
were committed would have trans­ 
formed the F rench attitude toward 
the Germ an republic. 
For lf the Germ an democrats had 
seen this specific commitment, they 
would have dared to surpress more 
drastically the surviving German 
m ilitarists; 
the 
French, 
assured 
of support against a revival of Ger­ 
man military power, would have 
been less fearful of, and therefore 
less unfriendly to. the weak Ger­ 
man republic. 
But President Wilson would not 
take this line, and Instead of a spe­ 
cific com m itm ent to enforce the 
German treaty, he Insisted upon 
giving the league a general world­ 
wide com m itm ent to guarantee all 
frontiers, end in the end to enforce 
all treaties. 
It was against this general, this 
vague and this all-inclusive com­ 
mitment th at the senate rebelled 
and Wilson, who was too 111 to re­ 
consider his position, preferred to 
let the whole settlem ent fall. 


I 
F we are wise, we shall not re­ 
peat the Wilsonian mistake. As 
regards pledges to use force in the 
future, our best course is to m ake 
them definite in object and limited 
In time by embodying them, not In 
the chapter of the new international 
organization but in the treaties by 
which, for the period of their pro­ 
bation, we settle with Germany in 
Europe and with Japan In Asia. 
In the chapter of the new league 
open to all peace-loving states we 
need not and should not Incorpor­ 
ate any com m itm ents to use mili­ 
tary force. 
We should base the new league 
not on the principle of enforcing 
world peace hut on the principle of 
continual consultation. 
If we Invest the league with mili­ 
tary power, we have no choice but 
to m ake the biggest military pow­ 
ers dominant. 
N either the United States, nor 
Britain, nor the Soviet Union con­ 
ceivably would consent to let an 
International assembly of some 50 
or 60 nations, or even a council of 
seven of 
l l 
nations, 
decide 
by 
m ajority or any other kind of vote 
to set their arm ies in motion. 
An association, In which all n a ­ 
tions are sovereign and equal, can­ 
not wield military power. It can 
consult and collaborate.

ROM the Congressional Record 
of May IO, I take these figures 
on the national debt from George 
W ashington to Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. And it shows some astonish­ 
ing relationships betw een war and 
debt. 
We came out of the Revolution­ 
ary war with a huge debt for a 
small country, $75,880,000, 
which 
m eant a per capita of $19.32. Fifty 
years later, that is by the year 1840, 
the national debt had been reduced 
to $3,573,000 with a per capita of 21 
cents. 
Practically speaking the debt was 
nothing and 
Its cost to the in­ 
dividual was equal to four nickel 
cigars. 
T he Civil war shot the debt up so 
that the end of the Lincoln adminis­ 
tration found this country with a 
national debt of $2,677,929,000—the 
per capita was $77.07. 
For 20 years, beginning with the 
administration of P resident Grant 
and continuing through the adm in­ 
istration 
of 
President 
Harrison, 
debt reduction was constant until 
it fell to $961,431,000 in 1893—the 
per capita being $14.49. 
This was an era of great pros­ 
perity, of the widest constructive 
developments In railroads, the open­ 
ing of mines and the establish­ 
m ents of industry. 
I 
^V E N a small war, like the Span- 
ish-Amerlcan, shot the debt up 
to $1,436,700,000 with a per capita 
of $19.33, and following It for a 
prolonged period the debt remained 


fairly stable, but as the population 
increased, the per capita was re­ 
duced so that by 1916, it was only 
$11.96.

These figures may bore the read­ 
er who dislikes such dry-as-dust 
stuff, but the money comes out of 
your pocket and you might ju st as 
well get used to looking a t these 
millions and billions with Interest, 
excitement, and considerably wor­ 
ry. 


A NATIONAL debt is a personal 
obligation 
of 
every 
citizen.

to ourselves is not telling the truth, j 
To say It in simpler language: j 
He Is lying. W e owe It to each I

selves. And w hat we owe to each 
other m ust be paid. T he debt deter­ 
mines the credit of the country and 
the value of its currency. A man 
may burn his own bonds as a con­ 
tribution to the nation's credit but 
he cannot burn a n o th er person's 
bonds. 
To m eet these obligations, the 
governm ent will need betw een five 
and six billion dollars in carrying 
charges each year, which m eans 
that th at much money m ust be col­ 
lected in taxes each year to take 
care of the debt alone w ithout re­ 
gard to other costs of government. 
We, therefore, shall have to pay 
high taxes in the future—and econ­ 
omies only can be effected In the 
costs of administration. There can 
and will be no economies In the 
carrying charges of the debt, for 
to monkey with that would be to 
Invite a wild, speculative inflation 
that would, lf It became serious 
enough, wreck the country Irre­ 
trievably. 
These are the figures and the 
facts and they ought to be heeded 
because not the governm ent has 
these obligations but because each 
individual citizen carries this load. 
They are a first m ortgage on his 
earnings. They are a first m ortgage 
in fact on his life. They come out 
of his earnings before food and 
lodging, before he can do anything 
for his children.

\ LL the exploratory conversation and tentative 
* * steps toward conversion of war Industry to 
peacetime production with a minimum of waste 
and dislocation lead to the same conclusion: It 
Is primarily a problem in efficient adm inistration. 
The peace emergency, in term s of impact on 
industry and business, will be critical. In one w a y , 
at least, It will be more critical than the war 
emergency. The handling of the latter was eased 
at many points by availability of almost unlimited 
funds; no cost was too groat. Reconversion to 
peacetim e production, on the other hand, must be 
on an economic basis, with costs controlled and 
rationalized. 
The obstacle of government confusion—both by 
design and accident—is being dealt with more 
kindly In early conversations than is Justified. 
It is an indisputable fact that reconversion would 
be an infinitely brighter prospect than It Is now 
lf Industry could be assured In advance of the 
com plete 
cooperation 
and

under­ 
standing of the federal government. 
T he process could become a hopeless muddle lf, 
Instead of cooperation and understanding, recon­ 
version fell un d er the blight of the same New 
D eal a ttitu d e which, before the war, sought to 
k eep all private enterprise on the defensive.

84 Finn Firm s Blacklisted 
The United States, seeking to 
force Finland to break its alliance 
with Germany, has blacklisted 84 
Finnish firms, including two bead­ 
ed by mem bers of the Helsinki 
cabinet.

THE voice which came over my 
bedside telephone in the early 
hours of this morning was quiet, 
steady, confident.

We will accept 
nothing less than full victory.” 


11,000 Planes Support Operations 


A 
LL1ED forces—Americans, Brit­ 
ish, Canadians—have been land­ 
ed in Normandy in a big-scale oper­ 
ation. They came from the choppy 
English channel, whose roughness 
caused “awful anxiety” to officers 
and made many men seasick; they 
came as paratroopers from the air 
(the Germans said four divisions of 
them). 
They’ve gone In under 
cover of a titanic bombardment 
from sea and sky. 
A fierce battle is In progress, 
and of one thing we should be 
warned: The Germans have been 
holding their reserves well inland, 
back of their coastal defenses in 
order to be able to fling them in 
any direction quickly.

Allies Slash Way Inland 
Toward Cherbourg And 
Le Havre, French Ports 


By The Associated Press 
SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, Allied Expeditionary Force, June 6 — 
American, British and Canadian air-borne and sea-borne forces landed in 
northwestern France today, established beach-heads in Normandy and slashed 
inland in an auspicious Start to history’s greatest overseas operation, aimed at 
liberating the peoples of Europe from German mastership. 
Military circles at Allied headquarters reported this afternoon that beach­ 
heads have been secured. They did not know how far from the coast the drives 
have been carried, but U. S. photo reconnaissance fliers said the landing forces 
have established themselves and are th rusting inland. 
Some returning airmen, marveling at the bold daylight landings, said they 
saw troops advancing inland “on the run’’. 
The initial landings ranged from 6 to 8 :25 a. rn., British time (midnight to 
2:25 a. rn., East Liverpool war time) with 4,000 ships and several thousand 
smaller craft taking the troops in. Earlier parachute and glider forces made 
deep penetrations. British Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery is in command of 
the assaulting troops. 
At noon, Prime Minister Winston Churchill told the house of commons: 
“So far, the commanders who are engaged report that everything is pro­ 
ceeding according to plan.” 
The German radio placed the scene of the landings In 
Normandy, along a stretch of more than 1,00 miles of beaches 
from Le Havre to Cherbourg, and said the Allied aim is to 
seize these two major porta and the airdromes of the Nor­ 
mandy peninsula for an offensive of gigantic scope. 
Supreme headquarters kept silent en the locations, to ex­ 
ploit to the fullest whatever element of tactful surprise the 
Allies may have gained. 
Headquarters later eon firmed that the lendings were in 
Normandy, but was silent on a later German report that Al­ 
lied forees also had landed on the channel ialanda of Jersey 
and Guernsey. 
A superior officer at supreme headquarters said frankly 
he did not know yet what amount of surprise there was, but 
Allied air forces are in control of the tkies over the channel 
and the coast despite unfavorable flying weather. 
Make Drive Up Seine To Peris 
If the Germans are correct about the locations, the Allied 
plan apparently is to seize the Cherbourg peninsula and make 
Normandy the initial beach-head for a drive up the Seine val­ 
ley to Paris. 
As the battle opening the western front raged, Gen. Eisen­ 
hower occupied a lonely post on the English aide of the chan­ 
nel. 
After inspecting parachute troops before they went into 
the fray, the director of history’s greatest amphibious strike 
stood on the roof of a house watching the huge air armadas 
roar across the channel. 
The German radio began broadcasting a constant stream 
of invasion flashes almost as soon as the first troops landed 
and continued with extensive reports of the gigantic naval 
and air bombardments that covered the assault 
Allied headquarters, however, kept silent until 9:32 a. rn. 
British time (3:32 a. rn. East Liverpool war time) when the 
following communique was issued: 
“ Under the command of Gen. Eisenhower, Allied naval 
forces supported by strong air forces began landing Allied 
armies this morning on the northern coast of France.” 
A high officer explained that Gen. Eisenhower had kept 
resolutely silent until he was absolutely certain the landings 
had “ taken hold”. 
It was disclosed that a number of unannounced feints had 
taken place in the pre-invAsion period, ao that the Germans 
would not know when the real blow was coming. 
It came this morning as the climax of 96 hours of constant 
heavy air bombardment which reached a crescendo at H-hour. 
Warships of both the British and United States navies, in* 
eluding British and American battleships, hurled shells into; 
the coastal defenses which the Germans have been building 
for four years. 
Way Cleared By Minesweepers 
The Germans acknowledged that this fire was tremendous 
and that it had set the whole bay of the Seine area afire. 
The parachutists and glidermen went in after a personal 
farewell from Gen. Eisenhower. The Germans said they land­ 
ed at Caon and made deep penetrations at many points, with 
at least four British parachute divisions employed besides th# 
Americans and Canadians. 
Great flotillas of minesweepers led the way to the beaches 
for the Allied ground troops and the sweeping operation alone 
was described by SHAEF as “ the largest in history”. 
The German air force reacted very slowly, although a high 
Allied officer said it has probably 1,750 fightrs and 500 bomb­ 
ers it has been hoarding to meet the invasion. 
The German navy was represented only by a few destroy­ 
ers and E-boats. 
The channel was rough and there was a shower of rain at dawn. 
At supreme headquarters it was stated the condition of the sea had 
caused some great anxiety, but that the troops had gone ashore* 
even though many were seasick. 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill told the house of commooa 
today the parachute and glider men had made successful massed 
airborne landings.

Says Firm Was Only One To 


Resist Federal Order

BOSTON, June 6 — Atty. Gen 
Francis Biddle declared Monday 
that Montgomery Ward’s "defiance 
of the government cut under the 
whole national determination to 
settle labor disputes peacefully and 
finally during the war.” 
In an address prepared for the 
International Ladies’ G a r m e n t 
Workers union convention, Biddle 
said; 
"If Ward’s could defy the govern­ 
ment successfully, an excuse was 
given to either side, when it didn’t 
happen to like the board’s (the war 
labor board) settlement, to ignore 
it. 
'Attitude Not New* 
"The Ward incident was the only 
instance in which the government 
had been resisted, where a com­ 
pany resisted the taking of posses 
sion of a plant to enforce an order 
of the labor board. 
"And Ward’s attitude was not 
new. It was based on an assertion 
that Ward was not bound by the 
no-strike, no-lock-out agreement. 
"It would not submit differences 
with employes to the machinery 
for peaceful settlement to which 
the rest of industry was submit 
ting, and on which depended an 
uninterrupted flow of production 
and successful prosecution of the 
war. 
Refers To Conference 
"As far back as Dec. 8, 1942, 
Ward's expressed this view, to 
which it apparently still adheres, 
in a statement in the newspapers, 
referring to the no-strike agree­ 
ment: ‘Ward’s was not a party to 
this agreement. Ward’s had no 
voice in the selection of those, 
who, as representatives of indus­ 
try, attended the conference in 
December, 1941, which formulated 
this agreement. Ward’s never has 
ratified the results of that confer­ 
ence.’ ” 
(The conference referred to was 
called 
by 
the 
President 
and 
brought 
together 
representatives 
of industry and labor. 
It 
was 
agreed there should be no strikes 
or 
lockouts, 
that 
all 
disputes 
should be 
settled 
by 
peaceful

"The issue runs deep,” Biddle 
asserted, “and the times are charg­ 
ed with peril to our arms.’’

War Mothers Here Solve Problem Of Raising 
Children Who Haven’t Seen Soldier-Fathers 
By Z E N IT H H E N K IN 
War babies in East Liverpool 
are having a# tough time of it. 
A cross-section check-up through 
the city shows that approximately 
35 percent of the babies either have 
not yet had a squint at their G.I. 
pops or that they saw’ them when 
they were too young to recognize 
or remember them. 
Another 30 percent remember 
their soldier-fathers only vaguely 
from brief furloughs and leaves 
while the remaining 35 percent, 
mainly over-7-years-olds, have vary­ 
ing degrees of recollection about 
“that man”. 
And how are East Liverpool ma­ 
mas getting around the situation 
which will present itself when Pop 
comes home to a little stranger? 
Of course, the answer varies with 
the age of the child, how long the 
father has been away and his 
chances for getting home on occa­ 
sional furloughs. 
With infants, there isn’t much 
that can be done and the absence 
of a masculine touch isnt too 
noticeable. 
Immediately that the child begins 
to get past the Infant stage how­ 
ever, is when Dad's absence first 
becomes noticeable, according to 
the mothers. 
Many East Liverpool war wives 
wisely have adopted the plan, rec­ 
ommended by child psychologists, 


of having masculine relatives or 
friends spend part of their day 
with the children several times 
during a week,’ taking them to play­ 
grounds, picnics, children’s movies 
and similar outings so that the 
children, particularly boys, become 
accustomed to a masculine voice 
and a little "rough house”. 
The big problem, however, is not 
the child’s, but the mother’s, for 
it is up to Mama to keep father 
alive to his children, even though 
he may be 100,000 miles from 
home. 
Virtually all the mothers ques­ 
tioned agreed that large, clear por­ 
trait pictures and frequent snap­ 
shots of the absent Daddy are the 
biggest helps of all. 
Next come letters addressed spe­ 
cifically to the youngsters and writ­ 
ten in "young” language. 
Other advice from war wives is: 
1.—Talk frequently and happily 
about the fun the 
family will 
have when Daddy comes home, but 
don’t mention projects impossible 
of fulfillment, such as rides in a 
bomber or a tank. Rather mention 
the fun of the first circus or first 
merry-go-round ride to be saved 
for Daddy’s home-coming. 
2.—To older children who re­ 
member their fathers fairly well 
but who have not seen them for 
two or three years, a larger share 


home-coming day can safely be 
given. 
3.—Cultivate pride In the chil­ 
dren about their fathers’ war con­ 
tribution. Don't "over-do the hero 
stuff”, as one soldier Dad warned 
his wife, but explain that while the 
family is happy now, it lacks com­ 
pleteness without Dad and that he 
has given up baby and mother for 
a necessary reason. 
One young East Liverpool mother 
discovered to her horror that her 
small daughter was sure “Daddy 
doesn’t love us” or he wouldn’t 
have left them alone so suddenly. 
“That is the sort of reasoning 
which Is perfectly logical to a 
child, hut which must be explained 
away,” she said. 
Most East Liverpool war mothers 
agreed that It Is Mom’s Job to give 
a semblance of order and purpose 
to the family’s incomplete life. 
Another Important piece of ad­ 
vice from experienced war mamas: 
Leave your husband and the baby 
alone together the first time they 
meet after a long absence or for 
the first time. Invent some casual 
excuse to be absent from the room, 
lest your anxiety and tenseness 
communicate itself to the other 
two. 
Then, when they have become 
acquainted, all three will enjoy the

Slipcovers are out of place on 
an open porch and any recovering 
you do should be in water repellent 
materials. On an entirely closed 
porch a more relaxed feeling is 
achieved if the furniture hasn't tho 
much fabric—so stay with pillows 
and tie-on covers, if you can. If 
you want a porch with a purpose, 
and It opens from kitchen or din­ 
ing room, make it a dining porch. 
Set it up informally and have It 
always ready for use. Have a serv 
ing table or chest because outdoor 
meals mean that food has to be 
carried from the kitchen and set 
down. 
Use Bright Colors 
You can make the dining porch 


look rustic in strictly picnic style 
or like a dining nook moved out 
doors—lf you select or paint furni 
tine and appointments to fit into 
the scheme you have in mind 
Bright colors, the 
brighter the 
better, are best for furniture. Keep 
the accessories not only gay but 
simple. 
A tray on the chest, a big pottery 
vase of bright flowers on the table, 
are better than glasses or dishes 
Any of the heavy pottery breakfast 
sets in a gay assortment of colors 
would enhance your table setting. 
Don’t leave any covering on the 
table between repasts, if Indeed 
any covering is used at ail. 
But if a covering is used Instead 
of table mats, it should he of the 
bright colored peasant linen vari­ 
ety. A nice compromise might be 
napkins of the linen and place mats, 
if you want to do right by guests. 
Otherwise, bright colored 
crepe 
paper napkins are the thing. If the 
porch has blinds or a screen of 
bamboo, match this with bamboo 
place mats for the painted table.

HE logical theory of shuttle bombing, which 
had to wait on availability of Russian bases 
or planes flying from western bases, has become 
operational practice. 
The first instance, which brought U. S. bombers 
om Italian bases to Russia via the Balkans 
and sent them back to bases in Britain, Italy and 
Africa suggests the possibility not only of round- 
trip bombing, but three-way attack. 
Thus, an Italian-based bomber might retu rn to 
a base in the Middle F ast; it might return to a 
base in Britain; or it might go back where it 
cam e from. Obviously, this kind of flexibility 
Would complicate German anti-aircraft defense. 
But apart from operational advantages, which 
prom ise to be helpful, the encouraging aspect of 
th* new s is the proof it bears of military collabo­ 
ration with Russia. It has been a paradox of the 
War that the Allies were not in physical contact.

Figured To Final Detail 
Hard supply necessities and the 
complications of modern amphibi­ 
ous warfare made it necessary 
that these two factors be known 
months in advance. 
The dates were set for the ar­ 
rival of troops, guns and tanks. 
The dates for air attacks on spe­ 
cific objectives. Dates for estab­ 
lishing bases. Dates for the capture 
of key ports. 
Dates are not figures on the cal­ 
endar.

They figured 
the exact hours of darkness and 
light. 
Canadian, British and American 


air force chiefs were given sped 
fled objectives and estimated how 
long It was going to take to heat 
the German air force to a pulp. 
Then these men walked down 
the long corridors, heavily guard 
ed by MPS, and presented their 
invasion date to Eisenhower.

King Emanuele Turns Over 


‘Royal Prerogatives' As 


Allies Occupy Rome 


By S ID F E D E R

NAPLES, June 4 — King Vit­ 
torio Emanuele III stepped aside 
as monarch o f Italy Monday as he 
previously had said he would do 
upon the liberation of Rome and 
handed 
to 
his 
39-year-old 
con, 
Crown Prince Umberto all “royal 
prerogatives.” 
Italian 
political 
pressure 
had 
been brought to bear against him 
since the conquest of Naples. 
In a decree signed by himself 
and countersigned by Premier Mar­ 
shal Pietro Badoglio, head of the 
Italian liberation government, the 
king named his son lieutenant gen­ 
eral of the realm. 
The monarch, however, retained 
his title as head of the House of 
Savoy and remains as king with­ 
out pawer. 
In effect, Umberto be­ 
comes the king’s regent. 
King Vittorio Emanuele, who be­ 
came ruler July 29, 1900, had an­ 
nounced last April 12 his “Irrevoc­ 
able” decision to withdraw from 
public life "on the day on which 
Allied troops enter Rome,” and to 
turn his powers over to the crown 
prince. 
He had been little more than a 
figurehead 
since 
Mussolini 
as­ 
sumed the dictatorship. 
Prince Umberto, tall and erect, 
opposed Fascism in Italy at the 
start but later made a truce with 
Mussolini. 
The withdrawal was presented 


to the council of ministers Mon­ 
day morning, an announcement by 
the ministry of the interior said 
last night. 
It said: 
“I Vittorio Emanuele Third, by 
tho Grace of God and by the will 
of the nation, king of Italy, In col­ 
laboration with the president of 
the council of ministers and with 
the agreement of the council has 
ordered and order as follows: 
“My beloved son, Umberto of 
Savoy, 
Prince of Piedmont, 
la 
nominated our lieutenant general. 
“In collaboration with respons 
fbi® ministers he will In our name 
superintend all matters of admin­ 
istration 
and 
exercise all 
royal 
prerogatives w i t h o u t exception, 
signing royal decrees which will be 
countersigned and authenticated in 
the usual way. 
’We order all concerned to ob­ 
serve this decree and td see that 
It is observed as the law of the 
state.” 
Umberto, Prince of Piedmont, be­ 
came a general at the age of 29, 
and achieved the rank of marshal 
in September, 1942. 
He married 
Marle-Jose of Belgium 
in 1930; 
they have four children.

impress of the strangulation around 
the neck. 
The sheriff said he considered 
the torn dress significant in view 
of the fact that while the body was 
unclothed, there was a torn, pink 
slip among the two blankets in 
which the body waa trussed with 
clothesline. .

An Associated Press correspondent who flew over the scene in a 
B-26 bomber reported he saw hundreds of parachutes and gliders on 
the ground. 
W hile m aking no effort to minimize the scope of the onslaughts, 
the Germans made their expected claims to have wiped out many of 
the air-borne troops and to have scored hits on numerous w arships 
and transports a t sea. All these claims were without confirmation. 
The Germans said their emergency reserves already have gone 
into action. 
Fighter pilots who returned from covering the first invasion waves 
said things already seemed well organized on the beaches. 
“There was a hell of a lot of arm ored stuff on the beach that 
looked like tanks,” said a Canadian flier. “I’ve never seen so many 
ships in all my life.” 
He and others said there w'as “lots of shooting going on” at the 
beaches but the troops got ashore well and many of the fighter planes 
did not even have to fire their guns. 
A high officer at Allied headquarters described the landings as 
actually the third phase of the battle to crush Hitler, the first hav­ 
ing been the gigantic air assault and the second the offensive in Italy.

Reviews Rome’s Freeing

WASHINGTON — There’s talk 
in congree* about reducing 
income taxes after the war—but 
donJt bank on that until you see it 
happen. 
We spend about 90 billion dol­ 
lars a year on the war, and our 
present national income of 148 bil­ 
lion dollars (for 1943) yields taxes 
amounting to about 43 billion. 
Post-war government cost is es­ 
timated at 20 to 25 billion a year, 
co some think taxes can be cut in 
half once that war cost stops. 
But many factors will decide 
whether you will pay higher, lower 
or about the same tax rate, all of 
them difficult to foresee. 
Here 
are a few of the things which may 
make all the difference: 
How Much Will Be Needed? 
First, how much will the gov­ 
ernment need in taxes? 
That 20 to 25 billion-dollar cost 
estimate includes such expected 
items as five billion interest on 
the public debt, three to five bil­ 
lion for veterans, five billion for 
the armed forces and another five 
billion for federal 
expenses — 
commitments to state aid 
pro­ 
grams, farmers, public works, etc. 
The public debt is approaching 
190 billions, and an effort to re­ 
tire it all or in part would eat 


farther into government tax In­ 
come. 
Experts disagree, but fun­ 
damental questions are: 
Is 
the 
debt to be paid off, kept around its 
present large figure, or allowed 
to get even larger? 
Where will the government get 
the taxes? Ask instead: 
To what 
class of taxpayers will the govern­ 
ment go for the bulk of its in­ 
come? This is the real rub. 
Middle Class Incomes 
A serious consideration here — 
and one with a background of long 
economic experience — is the de­ 
sire among some tax experts to 
go after middle-class income brack­ 
ets. These brackets do not Invest 
heavily as a rule In economic ven­ 
tures but in the mass represent 
large accumulations of savings 
(capital). 
In the view of some experts, this 
money ought to be working In­ 
stead of lying relatively idle In 
low-lnterest 
accounts 
or 
other 
forms of savings. 
Business 
Interests plead 
that 
corporation Income* and especial­ 
ly excess profits taxes must be 
lowered after the war. Otherwise, 
they say, capital Just will not both­ 
er to invest in business or indust­ 
rial enterprise. 
Whether or not this is true, if 
corporations are taxed less, some 


source may have to be taxed more 
to make up the difference. 
Officials estimate that if the tax 
rate stays at its present level, the 
revenue from the 1115,000.000,000 
anticipated post-war national in 
come would average about $25.- 
000,000,000 — o r J u s t a b o u t 
enough to balance the expected 
budget. 
But should wartime excise taxes 
on certain goods — cosmetics, to­ 
bacco. liquor and patent medicines 
— be removed or cut, revenue thus 
lost also would have to be made 
up somewhere, if the budget is to 
be balanced. 
A mere shift in the method of 
taxing corporations, as has been 
suggested, like taxing the income 
of individual stockholders 
in 
a 
corporation Instead of taxing the 
Income of the corporation itself, 
would keep other John Does from 
being affected greatly. 
Remember, the rate of taxation 
is what counts — not the amount 
—especially in relation to price 
levels. 
Even lf a man made a generous 
pile of money, lf he had to pay 
extra high prices for consumer 
goods and services, even a small 
tax would h u rt.. That’s another

keeping 
Inflation 
under control.
